$1 A3 Lens 25 and 35-Power Imported Pocket Microscope $1 


NICKEL: 25-POWER: Pull out lower end (returning it when not in use) 
and insert reversed (as shownin Fig.1,) firmly against barrel-end A. 
Rest point on asolid base (to prevent vibration,) over subject; light flood- 
ing itand into the tube-orifice facing away from you. Incline eye-cap B 
toward body on an angle of 45 degrees, (to secure maximum illumina- 
tion.) Eye close to B, the glass may be focused. If not, hold tube in 
position with left fingers above orifice (so as not to obstruct light,) and 
with right fingers, slowly pull-and-twist barrel until a sharp focus is 
obtained. Scratch flocusing-mark D, Fig. 2, on tube against barrel-end 
A. Hereafter insert tube to this mark. 


35-POWER: An additional 10-power can be obtained by the following 
manipulation: End of thumb against clip-ball, remove clip F, Fig. 1, 
(returning it when notin use,) and force it over the other end of the tube 
(left in its normal position,) just far enough to hold; C, Fig. 2. (Avoid 
finger-marking lenses or subject will appear foggy.) Rest clip-ball on 
base, eye close to eye-cap B, left fingers gripping clip-ferrule and very 
slowly press downward on barrel, forcing clip-flerrule farther upward un- 
til focus comes in and has just passed out foggy. Now, as in the previous 
paragraph, hold clip-ferrule in left fingers and withthe right, get the 
focus by the same slow pulling-and-twisting action on the barrel. 
Seratch floocusing scale D and if necessary also one (E,) on the tube 
against top of clip-ferrule. Hereafter replace clip and tube to these 
marks. 


BLACK ENAMEL; 25-POWER: Used the same as the nickel one, 
only hold it as you would a pencil, nail of first finger working the 
focusing slide at the end. 

Through the glass, objects are reversed; obviate by first reversing 
subjects on base; i. e., turn printed matter up-side-down. Clean inside 
tube and barrel lenses with soft cloth or Japanese paper tied over a 
padding. of cotton (to embed lens contour,) on the flat end of a beef 
skewer and twist it. Discount on 12 or more 25 per cent. 


Despite slight imperfections, this is a wonderful instrument flor $1. 
(duty of 25 per cent in Canada, to be paid by purchaser upon receipt of 
glass; can not be sent on approval,) so remit or return it (us- 
ing the inclosed sticker after filling in your name and address,) 
and do not ask for one with absolutely perfect lenses. When both 
types are forwarded, return the one not wanted. Loupes pocket 4- 
power magnifiers, %, inch, $3.50 a dozen. We carry a large stock of' 
these magnifiers in various sizes and powers.
